SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 1802 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama for each of the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1972 and September 30, 1973. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” 
and “other salaries’, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages 
or other compensation for skill, work or employment for anyone per- 
forming services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or 
official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other ex- 
penses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries and equipment 
purchases and shall be expended only for operating costs incident to 
the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus 
and institutions, including supplies and materials, postage, telephone, 
telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, 
water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, 
rental and items of general expense not defined as “equipment pur- 
chases”, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only 
for such purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items 
of office equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment 
which have an appreciable and calcuable period of usefulness in excess 
of one year; (d) “automotive equipment purchases” shall mean those 
items of motor vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated 
therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein 
appropriated for “equipment purchases” and “automotive equipment 
purchases” shall not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue 
derived from the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of personal 
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property described in Section 1 (c) and (d) hereof. Provided, how- 
ever, that if at the end of any fiscal year, a pay period which has been 
or may be established by the Legislature providing for the payment of 
salaries of State employees overlaps from one fiscal year into the next 
fiscal year, payment for the total pay period shall be made from the 
new fiscal year’s appropriation. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for each of the two fiscal years ending September 
30, 1972, and September 30, 1973, respectively; and, except as may be 
otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made shall be 
subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget 
and Financial Control Act (Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55 of the Code 
of Alabama 1940) and shall be in the amounts specified in said sections.

In addition to all other funds appropriated for the public elementary 
and high schools of the State, there is hereby appropriated to the 
State Board of Education for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1972, 
the sum of $218,212,583.00 and for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1973, the sum of $237,512,583.00 to be known as the Minimum Program 
Fund, which in accordance with the statutes and regulations of the 
State Board of Education relating to the expenditure of such fund, 
shall be used for providing a minimum term and for the equalization 
of educational opportunity in the public schools of the State; provided 
that so much thereof as may be necessary of the above appropriations 
for each year shall be used by the State Board of Education to provide

State Board of Education unusual conditions beyond the control of the 
local Board of Education in any school are such as to prevent the 
operation of that school for the required nine months minimum term;

Program Fund shall include all moneys earmarked for public school 
teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income Tax Amendment ratified 
on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum Program Fund shall 
also include any other appropriations of funds, either State or Federal, 
which may be designated by the Legislature as a part of the Minimum 
Program Fund. 


It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made the 
State Board of Education shall allocate and pay from said appro- 
priation not less than one thousand (1000) additional teacher units 
for the program for exceptional children. Five hundred (500) teacher 
units are to be aliucaicd for fiscal year endine September 30, 1972 
and five hundred (500) teacher units to be allocated for fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1973. Twenty-five (25) of the teacher units al- 
located for fiscal year ending September 30, 1973 may be used in early 
cducation programs for exceptional children. 


It is provided that beginning with the fiscal year 1972-73, that in 
addition to the salary now received, all teachers under the Minimum 
Program shall receive a salary increase as follows: Rank I teachers 
not less than seven hundred sixty-eight dollars ($768.00) per annum; 
Rank II teachers not less than six hundred sixty-two dollars ($662.00) 

per annum; Rank III teachers not less than five hundred thirty-five 
Dollars ($535.00) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less than four hun- 
dred fifty-one dollars ($451.00) per annum; and, Rank V teachers not 
less than three hundred eighty-eight dollars ($388.00) per annum, and 
any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall 
not be entitled to participate in the Minimum Program Fund. Said 
county or City school board shall not pay the aforementioned raise to 
any teacher who participates in, encourages or condones any mass 
truancy even for a single day, or any extra-curricular demonstration 
which is not approved by the City, County or State Board of Educa- 
tion and said teacher shall forfeit the aforementioned increase for that 
particular year. The State Board of Education may review the action 
of any System, City or County and require the forfeiture and may 
withhold said amount from appropriation to the said City or County 
school board and said teacher or may review and direct payment to 
said teacher. It is further provided, that in addition to the salary now 
received, all school bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of not 
less than ten per centum (10%) per annum, and any county or city 
board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to 
share in the Minimum Program d. 


On or before January 1, 1973, each local board shall report in 
writing to the State Superintendent of Education, Legislative Council 
and the Governor on the manner on which the foregoing has been 
implemented.

Maintaining the present, 1970-71, funding level (state and federal 
monies) for any school system through June 30, 1975. 


Distribution between systems in the same proportion as the voca- 
tional education needs of each system bears to the total vocational edu- 
cation needs of the state determined as follows: 


The need of each system shall be calculated on the following four 
factors, each of which are given equal weight in the determination of 
the needs of the system: 


(1) Manpower Needs and Job Opportunities 

(2) Vocational Education Needs 

(3) Local School Support Effort 

(4) Relative Cost of Programs, Services and Activities 


The needs of all systems are then summed to determine the voca- 
tional education need for the State. 


Each system’s share of the appropriation is in the same proportion 
as that system’s need is to the total need of the state. 


It shall be the responsibility of Local Boards and Institutions and 
they shall have the authority to use such funds to provide: vocational 
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education programs, to high school students, that are balanced with the 
employment opportunities available or expected to be available in 3 
years, in the county where such Local Board is situated, or occupations 
which the Alabama Department of Industrial Relations shall certify 
are in short supply in the State; vocational education counselors in 
grades 7 through 12; prevocational education programs in elementary 
grades; incentive to vocational education teachers to retrain themselves 
to teach other vocational subjects which are needed by the local Board 
or to become vocational education counselors within the local Board; 
vocational education courses for adults. 


The distribution of these funds to local Boards and Institutions shall 
be handled in the same manner and by the same administrative pro- 
cedures as are Minimum Program Fund distributions.

I herewith transmit to you a Message from the Governor with 
respect to ad valorem taxation.

Gentlemen: 


I am sure that you gentlemen are aware of the situation which 
exists in Alabama today with respect to ad valorem taxation. The 
Commissioner of Revenue has been ordered by a federal court to equal- 
ize all property assessments at the legal prescribed percent of market 
value. As the law now stands this means equalization at 60%. 


Compliance with this order at this percentage of market value will 
bring disastrous consequences to the property owners of this state 
unless this legislature today adopts measures which will protect in- 
dividual property owners from catastrophic and back-breaking in- 
creases in taxes. This must be done, while at the same time the in- 
come of the state and the cities and counties from this source of revenue 
must be protected. There is no easy solution, but you must find a 
solution to this problem. 


Please let me call to your attention that the law day for ad valorem 
taxes is October first. Whatever is done as a legislative act must be done 
prior to that day to affect taxes for the next tax year. A constitutional 
amendment, however, could be adopted into law subsequent to October 
first which would be effective for that tax year if the amendment 
specifically so provided. 


Public utilities are now assessed at 30% of market value. The ad 
valorem taxes paid by them is a substantial part of the income of the 
state, cities, and counties. I urge you to find some means of maintain- 
ing this income, which is so vital to our cities, counties, and state. I 
might also point out that utility rates are based on taxation of utilities 
using a 30% of market value base. Any reduction of this tax base 
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without a corresponding reduction in utility rates would result in an 
unjustified and unconscionable enrichment of the utilities at the ex- 
pense of the citizens of this state. 


Please also let me say, as forcefully as I can, that I am unalterably 
opposed to any increase in the level of taxation of residential property. 
I urge you to find and enact into law, by constitutional amendment 
if necessary, a system of ad valorem taxation which will not increase 
the tax burden on our homeowners. 


If you should find it advisable to submit a constitutional amend- 
ment for approval by the people, I recommend as a precaution, in 
case the amendment should fail, that you also enact stop gap legislation 
which would fix the assessment percentage of market value at some 
appropriate rate less than 60%. 


Your people are dependent upon you to protect them from any un- 
bearable increase in taxes which may be arbitrarily imposed upon 
them by the Federal Court edict. I urge you not to fail them.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH

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joint interim committee to study insurance rates and premiums in 
this state. Such committee shall be composed of four members of the 
House of Representatives who shall be members of the House standing 
committee on insurance and who shall be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House and three members of the Senate who shall be members 
of the Senate standing committee on insurance and who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Lieutenant Governor. The committee shall select its 
own chairman and vice-chairman.

We, the committee on conference appointed to reconcile the dif- 
ferences of the two houses concerning the Senate substitute for House 
Bill 1811 and amendments thereto have met in conference, considered 
the matter in conference, and have agreed to the following substitute 
for House Bill 1811 as substituted and amended: 


“A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 177, Title 51, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
to increase the license tax levied thereby. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 177, Title 51, of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Seciion i77. License Tax on Cross Receipts. For each nersnn 
operating a public utility, such as street railroad or interurban rail- 
road operated by electricity or other motive power, water works, gas 
company, pipe lines company for transporting or carrying gas, oil, 
gasoline water or other commodities, gas distributing companies whether 
by means of pipe line or by tanks, drums, tubes, cylinders, or other- 
wise, heating companies or other public utility, except electric, hydro- 
electric, telephone or telegraph companies, railroad or sleeping car 
companies and express companies, which are otherwise licensed shall 
pay to the State a license tax equal to two and two-tenths percent 
(2.2%) on each dollar of gross receipts of such public utility in this 
State for the preceding year. For the first year’s business where an 
existing public utility is taken over, such license tax payable to the 
State shall be equal to two and two-tenths percent (2.2%) on each dol- 
lar of the gross receipts for the preceding year of the public utility 
taken over, less whatever sum the prior operators have paid as such 
license tax on the gross receipts for that year. Where no existing 
public utility is taken over such license tax for the first year, as well 
as for the second year, shall be based on the first year’s business, but 
shall in no event be less than one hundred dollars for the first year’s 
business; provided where business is started after April first the pay- 
ment shall be not less than fifty dollars. Any person establishing a new 
public utility shall pay to the State the sum of one hundred dollars 
where operation is begun between October first and April first, and 
fifty dollars when operation is begun after April first and shall also at 
the same time execute a bond, payable to the State of Alabama, to in- 
sure payment of whatever sum, in addition to the one hundred dollars, 
or fifty dollars, which may be due when, at the end of the first year 
or if operation begun after April first, the amount of the gross receipts 
are ascertainable. Such license tax shall be paid to the Department of 
Revenue by check made payable to the Treasurer and shall be paid 
quarterly, one-fourth on October first, one-fourth on January first, 
one-fourth on April first and one-fourth on July first and shall become 
delinquent on the fifteenth day of each said month, based upon gross 
receipts for the preceding year or half year, if operations begun after 
April first. The payment of such license shall be accompanied by a 
sworn statement made on forms furnished by the Department of Reve- 
nue, by the president, manager, or operating officer of the public 
utility or by the owner, receiver or trustee thereof, giving the name 
of the person, firm or corporation owning and operating said public 
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utility, and the principal place of business thereof, showing the gross 
receipts of such public utility for the preceding year. The books 
of every person operating a public utility shall be at all times 
open to the inspection of the Department of Revenue. Any person 
failing to make such sworn statement or wilfully making a false state- 
ment of the gross receipts of such public utility shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, and shall also forfeit to the State three times the 
amount of the license on said utility, but no license under this schedule 
shall be paid to county or counties. 


Section 2, All revenues collected under the provisions of this Sec- 
tion shall, after deduction of the cost of collection, be distributed in 
the following manner: (1) eighty-five percent of the balance remaining 
after deduction of the cost of collection shall be deposited in the Special 
Mental Health Fund to be used for mental health purposes; (2) fifteen 
percent of the balance remaining after deduction of the cost of col- 
lection shall be deposited in the State General Fund. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective on October first after its 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.”

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to circuits composed of one county having a population 
of not less than 110,000 nor more than 160,000; to create and establish 
in such circuits the office of ex-officio judge of any county court 
exercising original jurisdiction over general misdemeanor cases; pro- 
viding for his selection; prescribing his duties, authority, and re- 
sponsibilities, and fixing his compensation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby created and established the office of 
ex-officio judge of all county courts exercising original jurisdiction 
over general misdemeanors in all Judicial Circuits composed of one 
county having a population of not less than 110,000 nor more than 
160,000 according to the most recent or any subsequent decennial census. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of said ex-officio judge to issue 
legal process from said court, to take affidavits and to issue warrants 
of arrest returnable to said court, to examine complaints and witnesses 
and to examine into facts preliminary to the issuance of a warrant of 
arrest as required by law, and to fix bail in all cases where a person 
charged with crime is entitled to bail under any warrant issued by 
him and to keep a record of all processes, warrants and other matters 
handled by him as ex-officio judge. Said ex-officio judge shall be such 
a magistrate as has power and authority to issue search warrants. 


Section 3. Within fifteen days after the effective date of this act 
an ex-officio judge shall be appointed by the Governor. Such judge 
shall hold office until his successor is elected at the general election in 
1974 and qualified. Thereafter the ex-officio judge shall be elected 
every four years. 


Section 4. The ex-officio judge provided for herein shall receive a 
salary of $9,000 per annum. Such salary shall be payable out of the 
general fund of the county as the compensation of other county officers 
are paid. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
part of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

WHEREAS, there exists in Alabama a need for an 
Arts Hall of Fame to recognize the development of art, including but

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE

the Executive Board of which shall be made up of seven persons, one

_ .To authorize the State of Alabama, Department of Conservation, 
Division of State Parks, Monuments and Historical Sites, to enter into 
contracts with persons, firms or corporations to operate concessions 
within state park areas, said concession contracts to be awarded on a 
competitive bid basis; to provide for negotiated concession contracts 
in particular instances; and to provide for cancellation of said con- 
cession contracts. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Department of Conservation, Division of State 
Parks, Monuments and Historical Sites, may, with certain exceptions 
hereinafter set out, enter into contracts with persons, firms or cor- 
porations to maintain and operate concessions within the state park 
areas for the welfare of the general public in the use and enjoyment 
of the state park system. 


Section 2. For any concession contract authorizing occupancy by 
the concessionaire of any portion of the state park system, the Division 
of State Parks shall prepare an invitation to bid, which shall include a 
summary of the terms and conditions of the concession sufficient to 
enable persons, firms or corporations to bid soiely on the basis ui sates 
to be paid to the state. Bids will be made only on the basis of the 
invitation to bid. No concession may be awarded to any person, firm 
or corporation who or which has less than five (5) years actual ex- 
perience in the operation of a facility similar to the concession being 
considered for leasing. All concessionaires shall be fully responsible 
for the maintenance and upkeep of the state facility leased. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to or au- 
thorize the leasing of any golf course or golf course facility, tent 
camping or trailer park facility, except at Camden State Park, nor 
do the provisions of this Act authorize, for a period of three (3) years, 
beginning with the date of the official opening of all newly con- 
structed facilities at said State Park, the leasing of any part or the

Section 4. The Division of State Parks shall advertise for sealed 
bids on all concessions by publication of notice thereof one time in a 
newspaper published in Montgomery County, Alabama, or in any other 
manner and for such lengths of time as the Director of the Department 
of Conservation may determine, provided, however, that the Director 
of the Department of Conservation shall also solicit sealed bids by, send- 
ing notice by mail to all persons, firms or corporations who have filed 
a request in writing that they be listed for solicitation on bids for such 
concessions as are set forth in such request. If any person, firm or cor- 
poration whose name is listed fails to respond to any solicitation for 
bids after the receipt of three such solicitations, such listing may be 
cancelled. All bids shall be sealed when submitted, shall be opened 
in public at the hour stated in the notice, and all original bids together 
with all documents pertaining to the award of the contract shall be 
retained and made a part of a permanent file or record, and shall be 
open to public inspection. 


Section 5. All concession contracts authorizing occupancy of any 
portion of the state park system shall be awarded to the highest re- 
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sponsible bidder as determined by criteria set out in the notice there- 
for, and who, in the opinion of the Director of the Department of Con- 
servation, will operate the concession consistent with the contract and 
in the best interests of the state and public. All concession contracts 
of whatever nature or form shall provide for the reasonableness of 
the concessionaire’s rates and charges to the public and such rates shall 
be judged primarily by comparison with those rates or charges for facili- 
ties and services of comparable character under similar conditions with 
due consideration for length of season, peak loads, average percentage 
of occupancy, accessibility, availability, cost of labor and persennel 
type of patronage and such other factors deemed significant by the 
Director of Conservation. All concession rates and charges will be 
subject to periodic review by the Director of Conservation who shall 
have authority to require the concessionaire to reduce such rates when, 
after review of same, he finds them to be excessive and not based on 
and in compliance with the foregoing criteria. The Director shall fur- 
ther have authority to include in concession contracts such other terms 
and conditions as, in his judgment, are required to assure the state 
of adequate protection against loss of investment in structures, fix- 
tures, improvements, equipment, supplies and other properties. 


Section 6. The Director of Conservation shall require and set ap- 
propriate bonds (but in no event in an amount less than $100,000.00 
per million or fraction thereof of the construction, equipping and 
furnishing cost of the facility leased) for all concession contracts in 
an amount deemed sufficient to fully protect the interest of the state 
for the faithful performance of the terms of said contracts and the pay- 
ment of all moneys which may become due to the state by virtue of 
such contracts. A failure on the part of the successful bidder to sign 
and deliver the concession contract within thirty (30) days of receipt 
thereof and to provide the state with any bond and any evidence of 
insurance required thereunder, and on the time limit presented, may 
be vested as a refusal to execute if the Division of State Parks so 
elects. 


If the Director of the Department of Conservation deems that the 
acceptance of any bid is not for the best interest of the state, he may 
reject all bids. 


Section 7. No person, firm or corporation shall be granted a con- 
cession contract who or which does not have sufficient financial re- 
sources to properly operate a concession. All bidders for concessions 
must submit with their bids a complete financial statement, which 
statement shall be subject to full verification by proper state officials. 
Any bid submitted without such statement may not be considered. 


Section 8. All concession contracts awarded shall contain a pro- 
vision which will permit cancellation of said contracts at the end of 
the first year of the term if the Director of Conservation deems it 
to be to the best interest of the state so to do. If the state’s option to 
cancel is exercised such notice of cancellation must be delivered in 
writing to the concessionaire not less than thirty (30) days prior to the 
expiration of the first year of the concession contract. Thereafter said 
right to cancel by the Director except for violation by the concessionaire 
of the terms of the contract shall cease. 


Section 9. No concession contract shall be granted, the term of 
which exceeds five years, unless the concessionaire is required by the 
terms of the contract to expend major monetary sums for the purpose 
of improving, furnishing, equipping, or enlarging existi facilities or 
constructing and/or furnishing additional facilities on the concession 
premises. In the event such major expenditures are made by a con-

H. J. R. 253. TO CREATE A JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
TO STUDY THE ALABAMA PRISON SYSTEM. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That 


1. There is hereby created and established a joint legislative study 
committee composed of five members of the Senate, appointed by the 
President of the Senate, and five members of the House of Representa- 
tives appointed by the Speaker of the House, to study and investigate 
the Alabama prison system. Insofar as possible appointments to such 
committee shall be made from persons volunteering for service on such 
committee. The members of the committee shall meet within thirty 
days after their appointment at a place agreed upon, and shall elect a 
chairman and vice-chairman from among their number. 


2. In conducting its study and investigation the committee shali 
especially study housing, feeding, clothing, health and disciplinary prac- 
tices and procedures, and deviations from normal ways of life of 
prisoners. The committee mav also study any other phase of the prison 
problems which the committee may deem to be pertineni, 


3. The committee shall make a final report including its findings, 
conclusions and recommendations to the next session of the Legislature 
unless the Legislature is called back into Special Session before the 
committee has completed its study and investigation and prepared its 
report, in which event, it shall report to the next regular session of the 
Legislature. Upon filing its report the committee shall be dissolved. 


4. The members of the committee shall receive no compensation for 
their services, but shall be entitled to receive their regular legislative 
per diem and allowances for each meeting of the committee actually at- 
tended, or when otherwise actually engaged in the business of the com- 
mittee. Such per diem pay and allowances together with all expenses 
incurred shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the use of the 
legislature upon requisition of the committee chairman, but in no 
ease shall such expenditures exceed the total sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1500.00).

The House has passed the following Senate Bills and returns same 
herewith to the Senate:

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish justices of the peace and justice courts in both criminal 
and civil matters and to provide in lieu thereof a court in each county 
and vesting each with jurisdiction formerly exercised by justices of 
the peace; providing for additional powers of said court; providing for its 
officers, and their appointment; providing for the term of office of the 
judge, his powers, duties, compensation, and for costs and fees in such 
court; providing for the transfer of all cases pending in justice of the 
peace court to said court hereby established; providing for additional 
powers of all of the chief law enforcement officers on duty during 
certain nighttime hours relating to cases over which the court hereby 
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established has jurisdiction; providing for appeal from said court; pro- 
viding for procedure, practice and pleading in said court; to provide 
for the approval of bonds in such matters pending before said court. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established and created in each county 
in the State of Alabama where the provisions of this Act are adopted 
as herein provided a Court of limited jurisdiction which shall be called 
the Justice Court of each said county. 


Section 2. Jurisdiction: The Court hereby created shall not be a 
court of record and shall have and exercise the jurisdiction formerly 
exercised by justices of the peace, together with the jurisdiction herein 
provided, to wit: 


(a) Civil: 


(1) All actions founded on contract, when the sum claimed does 
not exceed $300.00. 


(2) Of all actions founded on any wrong or injury when the dam- 
ages claimed do not exceed $300.00, except in actions of libel, slander, 
assault and battery, and ejectment, of which actions they have not 
jurisdiction. 

(3) All actions of forcible entry and unlawful detainer. 

(4) All actions brought to recover specific property, when the

value does not exceed $000.00. 


(5) In such other cases as jurisdiction is, or may be given by law, 
not contrary to the Constitution. 


(b) Criminal: To exercise jurisdiction in all such criminal matters 
and causes heretofore exercised or formerly exercised by justices of the 
peace, and, in addition, actions for issuance of worthless checks and 
for actions involving illegal possession of prohibited liquors. 


Section 3. Practice and Procedure. The court is hereby vested 
with all the powers, duties and authority heretofore vested in justices 
of the peace in this State except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
including, but not limited to those set forth in Title 13, Sections 384 
through 505, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended, and all laws and 
rules of practice with reference to process, pleading and practice and 
appeals and all such statutes and rules of practice formerly pertaining 
to justice of the peace courts shall be applicable to criminal and civil 
causes brought before this court. All issues of law or fact shall be 
tried by the court without the aid of a jury. 


Section 4. Precincts or Districts: Any distinction between pre- 
cincts and counties, for the purpose of the creation or operation of this 
court, is hereby abolished. 


Section 5. Appointment, Salary and Term: The judge or judges 
of said court shall be appointed by a committee in each county consist- 
ing of the circuit judge or judges, the chairman of the board of county 
commissioners or other governing body of said county, and the judge 
or judges of each of any other court of record in said county, and said 
judge or judges so to be appointed shall be, when practicable, learned 
in the law, but when a person learned in the law is not, in the judge- 
ment of the appointing committee reasonably to fill the appointment or 
the vacancy in said court, then said judge may be appointed without 
regard to legal training or experience. The term of office shall be for 
two (2) years and the judge may be removed for cause or for any other 
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reason which would disqualify any court of record of this state from 
holding office. Vacancies in said judgeship shall be filled by appointment 
of the aforedescribed committee within ten (10) days after said vacancy 
occurs. Said judge must be twenty-one years of age or older, shall be 
a qualified voter in said county, and must be of good moral character, 
and must possess those personal character qualifications required by 
law of the judges of court of record in this state. 


Said committee shall be and hereby is vested with authority and 
empowered to set the salary of the judge of the court hereby created, 
which said salary shall not be less than $5,000.00 nor more than 
$12,000.00 per annum, payable in equal monthly installments to be 
paid out of the general fund of the county in which said court is 
located. The salary of said judge may be increased by said committee 
from time to time during the term of office of said judge, but shall 
not be increased more than one (1) time each year. Said judge shall 
be entitled only to compensation in the form of salary as hereinabove 
provided. 


(a) When there is in existence in any county of this State an 
Inferior, County, Superior, or other court having substantially the 
same jurisdiction, along with any other jurisdiction granted to it by 
law, as the court created in this act, the committee provided for in this 
Section may provide that the salary of the judge of such court may be 
increased to the $12,000.00 per annum provided in this Section and said 
salary shall be paid in the same manner as provided for herein. 


Section 6. Trial of Causes: The judge shall be available for trail 
of cases, either civil or criminal, or both, on a five day per week basis. 
The judge of said court shall maintain an office in the courthouse of 
said county and shall remain open Monday through Friday of each 
week during the hours that the other county offices are open. The 
ques may also sit at such other places within the county as he may 

etermine, 


Section 7. Conflicts: The judge of said court shall not engage in 
the practice of law or in any other business or occupation or endeavor 
for gain while in office which would or may constitute a conflict of 
interest or interfere with the operation of the court. 


Section 8. Clerk: The judge shall have the authority to hire a 
secretary and such additional clerical assistants as may be approved 
by the county governing body; said secretary shall be the ex officio 
clerk of said court. The annual salary of such secretary and any other 
clerical assistants, if any, shall be set by the governing body of the 
county in which said court is located. The judge shall have the right 
to remove or hire such other clerical help as the county governing 
body shall authorize. The secretary serving as said ex officio clerk 
shall receive no fees and shall receive no other monies other than a 
salary which shall be paid out of the general fund of the county. It 
shall be the duty of the ex officio clerk to maintain the records of the 
court, to serve as secretary to the court, and to perform other duties re- 
quested by the judge of said court. Any other provision relating 
to the operation of said office notwithstanding, the court shall make a 
file on each case on forms provided by the county governing body, said 
file shall not be removed from the office of the court for any cause 
except by the judge of another court, and said file shall constitute 
the official record of said court. Said records, after three (3) years 
following the termination of each case, or the appeal in the event 
there is appeal, may be disposed of by said court. The judge of 
said court shall maintain at all times order and decorum in said 
court. If the judge should desire, a deputy or deputies appointed by 
the sheriff, said appointment to be approved by the judge, shall be 
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required to attend said court to preserve order and execute all writs 
which may by law be pemitted and to perform all such other duties 
in all respects as in the circuit courts of this state. The court shall have 
no reporter. The ex officio clerk of said court shall also serve as the 
Pee of said court but shall receive no additional compensation 
therefor. 


Section 9. Seal: The court shall have and maintain an official 
seal of said court. 


Section 10. Fines, Costs and Fees: All laws pertaining to costs 
and fees in the cases in justice of the peace courts as heretofore 
provided by the general laws of this state shall be applicable to this 
court except as herein otherwise provided. Any law to the contrary 
notwithstanding, all fees, and costs shall be collected by and paid by the 
court into the general fund of the county in which said court is held. 


Section 11. Special Magistrates: During the hours from 6:00 
o'clock P. M. to 7:00 o’clock A. M. on each day of the week, the chief 
jaw enforcement officer of the county on duty during these hours, and 
each chief law enforcement officer on duty of each municipality lo- 
cated in said county, be and hereby are designated for the purposes of 
issuing warrants of arrest and search warrants, and approving appear- 
auce bonds and taking eash honds as a special magistrate as set forth 
in Title 15, Section 399, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended. In each 
case where said special magistrate should issue a writ of arrest or 
search warrant, or accept a bond or cash bond, said magistrate shall, on 
the next day said court is open, deliver all papers, monies, thereto 
related to said court, ana receive a receipt tucseioi. Said spccial magis 
trate shall be bonded in the amount of $5,000, the premium for which 


shall be paid by the County. 


Section 12. Forms for Pleading: In matters of a civil nature, the 
court shall be responsible for making available at several practical and 
convenient locations in each county simplified printed forms for actions 
on account and garnishment actions, for the convenience of the general 
public. 


Section 13. Office and Supplies: The governing body of the county 
in which said court is located shall supply and furnish sufficient sup- 
plies, office space, forms and equipment to enable the court to perform 
the functions herein described. 


Section 14. Summons and Process: All summons and process in 
civil suits shall be returned within three (3) days following service 
of process. 


Section 15. Cumulative: The court hereby created is cumulative 
and permissive, and is not intended to interfere with the operation of 
any court heretofore or hereafter created which has or may have juris- 
diction over those matters formerly exercised by justices of the peace 
in this state. Furthermore the provisions of this Act shall not be effec- 
tive in any county unless and until the governing body of such county 
shall have first adopted a resolution adopting within such county the 
provisions of this Act, and specifying a day certain upon which such 
court as is herein provided for shall come into existence. If said county 
has, on the effective day of this Act, another court which has heretofore 
been created in lieu of justice of the peace courts or exercising the 
jurisdiction formerly exercised by the justice of the peace, none of the 
provisions of this Act shall be applicable within such county. 


Section 16. Transfer of Causes: Upon the effective date of this 
Act, all causes pending before any justice of the peace court in this 
state shall be automatically transferred to the court hereby created 
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as provided in Title 13, Section 393, Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended. If any county has not upon the effective date of this Act 
adopted its provisions, then said cases shall upon the effective date of 
this Act be transferred to the county court or inferior court in said 
county having jurisdiction of matters herein provided. 


Section 17. Severability: The provisions of the Act are sever- 
able. If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 18. Effective Date: This Act shall become effective three 
months from the date on which it is signed by the Governor or upon 
its otherwise becoming law.

Mr. President: 


The House has concurred in and adopted the Senate amendment to 
the following House Bill: 
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H. 50. To make further provision for the financing and construc- 
tion of public roads and bridges in the state; to authorize Alabama High- 
way Authority to sell and issue from time to time not exceeding 
$110,000,000 aggregate principal amount of bonds in addition to those 
heretofore authorized to be issued by the Authority; to provide for the 
method of execution of the said bonds and other details pertaining 
thereto; to provide that the bonds shall be sold only at public sales and 
to make provisions respecting such sales, and the application of the 
proceeds from the sale or sales thereof; to provide that bonds issued 
under this act shall not create an obligation or debt of the state and 
shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the revenues of the 
Authority appropriated and pledged in this act; to provide that the 
said bonds while not registered shall constitute negotiable securities 
even though payable from a limited source; to provide that bonds at any 
time issued by the Authority and by Alabama Highway Finance Cor- 
poration, or either of them, and at the time outstanding may be re- 
funded by the issuance by the Authority of refunding bonds and that 
the limitation on the amount of the bonds issued by the said Authority 
under this act shall not apply to refunding bonds issued under this 
act; to provide that the bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from taxation; to provide that the bonds may be used to secure de- 
posits of funds of the state and its instrumentalities and agencies and 
shall be jawiui fur ine investment of trust funds: to provide for the 
use of the proceeds of the bonds; to make appropriations and pledge 
funds necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds; to 
authorize the Authority to pledge for payment of the said principal and 
interest the monevs appropriated and pledged in this act for that pur- 
pose; to provide that if any portion of this act is heid invalid such 
holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion hereof; and 
to specify the effective date of this act.

Courts of limited jurisdiction which shall be called the Inferior Courts 
of each said county. 


Section 2. Jurisdiction: The Courts hereby created shall not be a 
court of record and shall have and exercise the jurisdiction, and only 
the jurisdiction, formerly exercised by justices of the peace, to-wit: 


(a) Civil: 


(1) All actions founded on contract, when the sum claimed does not 
exceed $100.00. 


(2) Of all actions founded on any wrong or injury when the 
damages claimed do not exceed $100.00, except in actions of libel, slan- 
der, assault and battery, of which actions they have not jurisdiction. 


(3) All actions of forcible entry and unlawful detainer. 


(4) All actions brought to recover specific property, when the value 
does not exceed $100.00. 


(5) In such other cases as jurisdiction is, or may be given by law, 
not contrary to the Constitution. 


(b) Criminal: To exercise jurisdiction in all such criminal matters 
and causes heretofore exercised or formerly exercised by justices of the 
peace, and concurant original jurisdiction with County Court in all mis- 
demeanors. 


(c) Miscellaneous: The court is hereby vested with all the other 
powers, duties and authority heretofore vested in justices of the peace in 
this State, including, but not limited to those appearing in Title 13, Sec- 
tions 384 through 505, Code of Alabama 1940, as last amended. 


Section 3. Procedure: All laws and rules of practice with reference 
to process, pleading and practice, and all statutes and rules of practice 
formerly pertaining to justice of the peace courts shall be applicable to 
criminal and civil causes brought before this court; provided, however, 
that nicety of pleading with respect to matters of form brought before 
this court in civil matters, be and hereby are dispensed with. All forms 
heretofore previously designated in the Code of Alabama 1940, as last 
amended, be and hereby are adopted for use in the court hereby estab- 
lished.

Section 6. Appointment, Salary and Term: Four judges of said 
court shall be appointed by the Governor.

There is no authority, to my knowledge, for the Governor of this 
State to, by Executive Order, provide relief of the intolerable tax burden 
that will be imposed upon the property and home owners on October 1, 
1971 as a result of the recent Federal Court decision. I cannot urge you 
too strongly to take action on this most important matter during the 
waning hours of this legislative session because, unless you do, the 
resultant burden upon the citizens of this State will be unbearable. 
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The Attorney General has, in a recent opinion of which you are 
aware, stated that after October 1, 1971 a lien will be placed on all 
properties subject to ad valorem taxes based on 60% of market valua- 
tion. This would double and triple taxes in all instances.

Amend H. B. 2569 as follows: 


Strike Section 1 in its entirety and insert in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

“Section 1. A County Racing Commission is hereby created and 
established for and in each county having a population of not less than 
300,000 nor more than 600,000 according to the most recent or any sub- 
sequent Federal decennial census and said Racing Commission is vested 
with the powers and duties specified in this Act, and all other powers 
necessary and proper to enable it to execute fully and effectually the 
purposes of the Act. The official name of said Commission shall be

being sometimes referred to herein as the Racing Commission or the 
Commission.

.. County Foundation for Public Higher Education (Act

have been created heretofore in such County and if there be no 
such foundation, then such member shall be appointed in the same 
manner as Place Number Three; and (3) One member of the Commis- 
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sion (Place Number Three) shall be appointed by Governing Body 
of the largest City in the County. The members of the Commission 
shall select from among their number a Chairman and a Secretary. 
The Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings of the Commission 
and shall preserve all books, maps, documents papers and records en- 
trusted to the Commission’s care. The commission shall maintain an 
office at the County seat, and may maintain branch offices elsewhere 
within the County when the proper functioning of the commission’s 
business so requires. A majority of the commission shall constitute a 
quorum for all purposes.

“(c) Not less than 90% of the employees at said track must be 
bona fide resident citizens of the County.”

The 
Commission of a licensee on a parimutuel pool shall in no event exceed 
seventeen percent (17%) of the amount contributed to said parimutuel 
pool, which amount shall include the seven percent (7%) tax hereto- 
fore provided. After the deduction of the seven percent (7%) for the 
use of the commission and the percentage commission of the licensee, 
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the remainder of the total contributions to each pool shall be divided 
among and redistributed to the contributors to such pools betting on 
the winning dog. The amount of each redistribution for each winning 
bet placed shall be determined by dividing the total amount remaining 
in the pool after the deductions hereinabove provided for by the 
number of bets placed on the winning dog.

The remaining one-half (%) 
of the “breaks” shall be paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer of the Racing 
Commission for the use of the Commission as a “breaks tax”. Under 
the parimutuel system of wagering herein provided, the licensee shall 
be permitted to provide separate pools for bets to win, place, and 
show and also a daily double pool, a quiniela pool and a double quiniela 
pool. Each pool shall be redistributed separately as here in provided. 
Should there be no ticket bet on the winning dog, the entire pool will 
be divided among the holders of tickets on the dog running next in 
line until the pool has been redistributed to the contributors. The 
licensee shall be required to use a totalizator machine to record the 
wagering and compute the odds. Rules and regulations governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall be set out in book form by the 
Racing Commission. The licensee shall collect from each person at- 
tending the race meetings under the provisions of this Act fifteen 
percent (15%) of the established admission price or ten cents, which- 
ever sum is the greater, as an admission tax.

WHEREAS, Extensive, responsible studies of the environmental 
impact of the Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway have been made by

the executive branch of the United States government and by the Corps 
of Engineers. The requirements of the National Environment Protection 
Act of 1969 have been met by the filing of an environmental impact 
statement in conformity with the Act. 


The planning for this project has been underway for a sufficient 
length of time to give consideration to every conceivable aspect of 
environment impact. The Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway is the first 
major waterway authorized by Congress to have environmental con- 
siderations built into its plans. 


The injunction issued by the court on the complaint of the En- 
vironmental Defense Fund is a clear warning to all people of our region 
to beware of those environmentalists who can only see a single phase 
of the requirement to protect the ecology. 


The competitive desire by the Environmental Defense Fund to halt 
projects is a cynical use of the desire of our people to control the 
environment. 


Any valid environmental considera‘ion must incorporate man’s needs 
to engage in productive work so that he may provide himself and his 
family with food, clothing, and shelter. 


The halt of the Waterway will restrain proper economic develop- 
ment of the region. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
ROCONTATIVES, THE SENATE CONCTIRRING, That we express our 


continuing strong endorsement of the Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway 
Project and condemn and reject the ruling by the Federal District Court 
in Washington imposing a temporary halt in construction of this vitally 
needed and long awaited opportunity for economic growth for our 
region.

Number 161 without my approval and with the following statement and 
suggested Executive Amendments, 


STATEMENT 


Faith and confidence of the people in their elected and administra- 
tive officials are the bedrock of a democratic society. It may sound 
trite to say that “public office is a public trust,” but it is true just 
the same. The Governor is charged with the responsibility of seeing 
that all laws are faithfully executed and that the affairs of state be 
administered to insure that government is efficient, honest and fair 
and that corruption be forever banished from the land. 
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I have always believed in a strong, workable and enforceable Code 
of Ethics in the conduct of governmental affairs at all levels. Such a 
code, however, in order to have the support and respect of our people, 
must apply, without let or hinderance, to all alike, and there must be 
no discrimination in the application of criminal penalties and sanctions. 


It is at once clear and obvious that this Bill sets up one standard of 
conduct for State employees and elected State officials, and an en- 
tirely different standard of conduct for the membership of the Legis- 
lature. Double standards of conduct are abhorrent to the philosophy 
of a civilized society and cannot stand. 


The standards of conduct prescribed in this Bill for State employees 
and elected officials if, and when, violated subjects them to criminal 
enalties by fine and imprisonment. The fines range from $100.00 to 
2,000.00 and imprisonment for one year, or both, for a misdemeanor 
conviction. The penalties for a felony range from a fine up to $5,000.00 
or imprisonment up to five years, or both. 


No such penalties are applicable to members of the Legislature. 
Their conduct is subject to scrutiny and investigation only by a com- 
mittee of their own members from each House with ineffective penal- 
ties. 


Such a bill will never have my approval. 


House Bill Number 161 provides for the establishment of four 
separate and distinct Ethics Commissions, Board or Committees to 
administer and enforce the provisions of this Bill: (1) A commission 
of five person(s), (sic), to be appointed by the Governor to enforce the 
laws applicable to the employees of the State, (2) A Board of three 
persons to enforce the laws applicable to certain elected officials, (3) 
A permanent committee of four members of the Senate appointed by 
the President of the Senate which shall confine its activities to matters 
coming before the Senate, and (4) A permanent committee of four 
members of the House appointed by the Speaker which shall confine 
its activities to matters coming before the House. It is, therefore, 
manifest that the duties, powers and responsibilities of the four Ethics 
groups are mutually exclusive. This, to my mind, is not in the best 
interest of the people of Alabama. It is my opinion that one Ethics 
Commission of seven members, five appointed by the Governor and 
one member of the Senate appointed by the President of the Senate 
and one member of the House appointed by the Speaker can best 
function and serve the needs of the State in all categories, classes, 
groups, and classifications sought to be covered in this Bill. 


Therefore, in an effort to strengthen this Bill and eliminate the 
inequities, I am sending you the following suggested Executive Amend- 
ments: 


SUGGESTED EXECUTIVE AMENDMENTS 


It is suggested that subsection A of Section 10 of House Bill Number 
161 be amended to read as follows: 


“A. Alabama Commission of Governmental Ethics. There is here- 
by created and established the Alabama Commission on Governmental 
Ethics, with its domicile in the City of Montgomery. The Commission 
shall consist of seven persons designated, appointed, or elected as fol- 
lows: ‘The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama shall be 
Chairman of the Commission, two (2) members shall be appointed by 
the Governor, two (2) members shall be elected by the Senate of Ala- 
bama, and two (2) members shall be elected by the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Alabama. The terms of the members are as follows: 
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The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama shall serve during 
the term of office for which he was elected, the two (2) members ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall serve during the term of office of the 
Governor, the two (2) members elected by the Senate and the two 
(2) members elected by the House shall serve terms co-extensive 
with their respective terms in the Legislature. If the Legislature is 
not in session on the effective date of this Act, then within fifteen (15) 
days thereafter, the Secretary of the Senate shall mail a paper ballot 
to each Senator, who shall cast his ballot for two (2) senators to serve 
on the Ethics Commission, which ballot shall be returned within five 
(5) days to the Secretary of Senate after receipt of same. And, the 
Clerk of the House shall mail a paper ballot to each Representative, 
who shall cast his ballot for two (2) representatives to serve on the 
Ethics Commission, which ballot shall be returned within five (5) days 
to the Clerk of the House after receipt of same. Immediately there- 
after, the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House shall 
meet at the Capitol and canvas the returns and shall notify the Gov- 
ernor of the results of the ballots.” 


It is further suggested that subsection A of Section 15 of House 
Bill Number 161 be amended to read as follows: 


“A, ‘Official? means the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, State 
Auditor, Secretary of State, Attorney General, Treasurer, State Super- 
intendent of Education, Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries, 
Members of the State Board of Education, Members of the Alabama 
Public Service Commission, Members of the Legislature of Alabama, 
and any other officer of the state who is elected by a state-wide vote.” 


It is further suggested that Sections 17, 18, 19, 20 and 21 and all 
subsections and subdivisions thereunder be deleted in their entirety for 
the reason that the Constitution of Alabama and the Criminal Code of 
Alabama adequately covers all offenses pertaining to, and committed 
by public officers in this State. It is further suggested that in lieu of 
the above deleted Sections, subsections, and subdivisions that the fol- 
lowing Section be adopted: 


“Section 17. Every state-elected ‘official’ designated in subsection 
A of Section 15 hereinabove set forth shall on or before April 30 of 
each and every year during his or her term of office filed in the 
Office of the Secretaryof State of the State of Alabama a full and 
complete disclosure of all sources of income and shall list the name 
and address of all such sources including but not limited to the names 
of individuals, firms, corporations, partnerships, trade organizations, 
associations, professional associations, agencies, commissions, authorities 
or other business entities. No specific form for the disclosure of the 
foregoing information is required, but a letter containing the required 
information shall be sufficient and when filed shall be a public record. 
The failure of any such official to file the required disclosure shall 
constitute a misdemeanor punishable under the general laws of Ala- 
bama.” 

In the light of the above suggested Executive Amendments, there 
is no need for PART IV of this Bill including Sections 22, 23, 24, and 25 
together with all subsections and subdivisions thereof, and the same 
should be stricken in their entirety and deleted in toto. 


It is further suggested that Section 26 of House Bill Number 161 
be renumbered as Section 18. 


It is further suggested that Section 27 of House Bill Number 161 
be renumbered as Section 19 and be made to read as follows: 


“Section 19. The provisions of this Act do not in any way repeal 
or affect the provisions of Section 5 contained in Act No. 191, Acts B of 
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1919 (H. B. 550), Page 189, and do not affect those designated therein, 
otherwise all laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed.” 


It is further suggested that Section 28 of House Bill Number 161 
be renumbered as Section 20. 


The adoption of the above and foregoing eee Executive 
Amendments will remove my objections to this Bill

less and until the Legislature passes a general appropriations bill; and 


WHEREAS, there is a critical need for appropriations relating to 
the administration of public education in this State; and 


WHEREAS, there is a special and urgent need for new and ex- 
panded facilities for the mental health program in Alabama, and the 
expansion or establishment of more teaching centers for the trainable 
retarded and emotionally disturbed children; and 


WHEREAS, there exist these extraordinary and special circum- 
stances which compel and demand the convening of the Legislature of 
Alabama in an extraordinary session as prescribed by Section 122 of 
the Constitution of Alabama 1901, all in the public interest and for 
the public good. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I George C. Wallace, as Governor of Alabama, 
do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the seat of Government 
in Montgomery, Alabama, at 6 p. m. on Monday, November 15th, 1971, 
and I do hereby designate the following subjects and matters to be 
eae and acted upon by said Legislature in extraordinary session 
assembled: 


1. Legislation to appropriate monies for the general operations of 
the State, and make all needful supplemental appropriations, for the 
current fiscal year, and to appropriate monies for the general operations 
of the State for the next biennium.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the reinstatement of certain persons holding perma- 
nent appointments in the classified service of the City of Dothan, after 
having left such classified service to serve as heads of a department 
of government of such city or county with all their former status and 
rights pertaining thereto. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. If any person prior to becoming head of a department 
of government of the City of Dothan held a permanent appointment in 
the classified service of the City of Dothan under the civil service 
system of Dothan, existing pursuant to Act No. 273, S. 292 of the Regular 
session of 1947 (Local Acts, 1947, p. 196), as amended and supplemented, 
and the combined time he served in such classified service and as 
head of the department is not less than eight years, he shall, at his op- 
tion, upon ceasing to be such department head be reinstated as an 
employee in the classified service of the City of Dothan, provided he 
is not otherwise disqualified for such service. Such employee shall be 
reinstated in a position of comparable grade and compensation to the 
position he held immediately prior to accepting position as head of 
a department, and he shall be entitled to his former status in such 
service and all the rights and benefits accruing themselves just as if 
he had been granted a leave of absence for the period he served as 
head of the department. 
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Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. Jf any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains, 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


1. There is hereby created a fiscal office for the Alabama Legis- 
lature which shall be under the supervision, direction and control of an 
officer designated as the director of the fiscal office. The state person- 
nel department shall set up a register of persons eligible for the position 
of director of this finance office. The director shall be appointed by 
the fiscal committee from a list of persons eligible for the office certified 
to it by the state personnel department in the same manner that such 
department certified eligible persons for appointments to positions in 
the classified service of the State. The director shall not, however, be 
deemed a state employee in the classified service, and, except as to the 
manner of his appointment, shall not in any way be subject to the state 
merit system law. His salary shall be fixed by such committee at an 
amount not to exceed $22,500.00 per annum. He may employ, subject 
to the provisions of the Merit System Act, such employees as are 
reasonably needed to effect the purposes of this Act; and he is specifically 
authorized when, in his opinion, and with the approval of the commit- 
tee, he can thereby serve the legislature better, to employ on a part- 
time basis, without regard to the state merit system law, such con- 
sultants and experts as he deems necessary. Such office shall be separate 
from and independent of the Legislative Reference Service. 


2. The fiscal office is established for the purpose of assisting the 
finance and taxation committee of the Senate, the ways and means 
committee of the House of Representatives, other standing committees 
of the legislature, and the individual members of the legislature by 
providing budget review, fiscal analysis, and other types of financial 
information. Each department and agency of the State of Alabama 
government is further required to make its internal records available 
to the legislative fiscal office, upon request. Failure to comply with 
any such request shall constitute a misdemeanor. More specifically the 
fiscal office is charged with the following duties: 


(1) Analysis and review of agency operating budget requests; 


(2) Answering requests from individual legislators for fiscal in- 
formation; 


(3) Evaluating legislative proposals for fiscal effect (i.e. preparing 
fiscal notes) ; 
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(4) Analysis of agency capital budget requests, with the intention 
of helping to establish priorities; 


(5) Studying, in depth, selected executive programs during the 
interim between sessions of the legislature; 


(6) Reviewing, on a continuous basis, agency budgets and pre- 
grams; 


(7) Checking executive revenue estimates for accuracy and possible 
revision; 


(8) Reviewing federal aid programs to insure that Alabama is 
taking full advantage of its opportunities for federal assistance; 


(9) Reviewing Alabama programs in which federal funds are in- 
volved and answering questions regarding efficiency, overlap, duplica- 
tion or waste and whether the programs should be renewed or extended 
when federal funding runs out; 


(10) Preparing research memoranda on both the short and long 
range costs of executive programs; 


(11) Pointing out new sources of revenues; 


(12) Assisting committees in developing means to review period- 
ically executive programs for efficiency and effectiveness; 


(13) Briefing committee members in advance of public hearings 
vin the wiost Gnportant aspects of an agency’s program, and assisting 
the committee in scheduling and preparing the agenda for the hearing; 
and 


(14) Performing such other duties as may be assigned by law or 
by the joint fiscal committee. 


3. There is hereby created a continuing legislative committee to 
be known as the joint iiscal committee whose duty it shall be to super- 
vise the operation of the legislative fiscal office. The committee shall 
consist of the chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, four 
members elected from the House of which none shall be members of 
the Ways and Means Committee, the chairman of the Senate Finance 
and Taxation Committee and four members elected from the Senate 
of which none shall be members of the Finance and Taxation Commit- 
tee, and whose terms shall be for the quadrennium for which they 
have been elected to the legislature and until their successors have 
been elected and have qualified. The committee shall elect its own 
chairman and shall meet at the call of the chairman or any two mem- 
bers thereof, provided that the committee shall meet at least once each 
four months. Members shall be entitled to transportation allowances 
and to their regular legislative pay and per diem expenses for each 
day in which they are actually engaged in committee work. 


4. The expenses of the legislative fiscal office shall be paid from 
funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, provided the total 
amount so expended shall not exceed the sum of $75,000 for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1972 and September 30, 1973.

(13) Briefing Senate committee members in advance of public 
hearings on the most important aspects of an agency’s program, and 
assisting the Senate committee in scheduling and preparing the agenda 
for the hearing; and 


(14) Performing such other duties as may be assigned by law or 
by the Senate fiscal committee. 


3. There is hereby created a continuing legislative committee to 
be known as the Senate Fiscal committee whose duty it shall be to 
supervise the operation of the fiscal office for the Senate. The com- 
mittee shall consist of the chairman of the Senate Finance and Taxation 
Committee and four members elected from the Senate of which none 
shall be members of the Finance and Taxation Committee, and whose 
terms shall be for the quadrennium for which they have been elected 
to the Senate and until their successors have been elected and have 
qualified. The committee shall elect its own chairman and shall meet 
at the call of the chairman or any two members thereof, provided 
that the committee shall meet at least once each four months. Mem- 
bers shall be entitied to transportation ailiowances and to their regular 
legislative pay and per diem expenses for each day in which they are 
actually engaged in committee work. 


4. The expenses of the legislative fiscal office shall be paid from 
funds appropriated to the use of the legislature, provided the total 
amount so expended shall not exceed $75,000 for each of the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1972 and September 30, 1973. 


5. If the Resolution proposed by S. J. R. 5 of the current session 
is adopted by both Houses, then the fiscal offices hereinabove provided 
for shall not be established, but the members of the continuing legisla- 
tive committee established pursuant to item 3 above shall serve as the 
representatives of the Senate on the continuing joint legislative com- 
mittee established by said S. J. R. 5. 


6. If the House of Representatives by house resolution establishes 
a continuing House fiscal committee and fiscal office then such House 
committee and fiscal office and the Senate committee and fiscal office 
hereby established shall meet together and, in effect, serve as a joint 
committee. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


Mr. Horne offered the following Senate Resolution, to-wit: 


S. R. 7. WHEREAS, there exists a mutual respect between the 
military and the people of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the military at Maxwell-Gunter Air Force Bases and 
other military bases in Alabama have performed many valuable com- 
munity services including the recent airlift of Lanier High School 
student Otis Armstrong to the burn center at Brooke Army Hospital, 
San Antonio, Texas, and 


WHEREAS, the people of Alabama desire to make every effort 
to show their respect and appreciation to those from other states now 
serving our country at military installations in Alabama; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA 
that the Alabama Department of Education is hereby encouraged, au- 
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thorized and directed to allow military personnel stationed in Alabama 
to take the General Education Development (G.E.D.) test regardless 
of whether or not they are registered voters and without regard as 
to whether they live on or off a military base. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


Mr. Horne offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


Ss. J. R. 8. TO CREATE A JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
TO STUDY AND INVESTIGATE THE ALABAMA PRISON SYSTEM 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That 


1. There is hereby created and established a joint legislative study 
committee composed of five members of the Senate, appointed by the 
President of the Senate, and five members of the House of Representa- 
tives appointed by the Speaker of the House, to study and investigate 
the Alabama prison system. Insofar as possible appointments to such 
committee shall be made from persons volunteering for service on such 
committee. The members of the committee shall meet within thirty 
days after their appointment at a place agreed upon, and shall elect 
a chairman and vice-chairman from among their number. 


2. In conducting its study and investigation the committee shall 
especially study housing, feeding, clothing, health and disciplinary 
practices and procedures, and deviations from normal ways of life of 
prisoners. The committee may also study any other phase of the 
prison problems which the committee may deem to be pertinent. 


3. The committee shall make a final report including its findings, 
conclusions and recommendations to the next session of the Legislature 
unless the Legislature is called back into Special Session before the 
committee has completed its study and investigation and prepared its 
report, in which event, it shall report to the next regular session of 
the Legislature. Upon filing its report the committee shall be dissolved. 


4. The members of the committee shall receive no compensation 
for their services, but shall be entitled to receive their regular legisla- 
tive per diem and allowances for each meeting of the Committee actual- 
ly attended, or when otherwise actually engaged in the business of 
the committee. Such per diem pay and allowances together with all 
expense incurred shall be paid out of any funds appropriated to the 
use of the legislature upon requisition of the committee chairman, but 
in no case shall such expenditures exceed the total sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars ($1500.00). 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


Mr. Weaver offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 9. CREATING AN INTERIM COMMITTEE TO STUDY 
INSURANCE RATES 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a 
joint interim committee to study insurance rates and premiums in 
this state. Such committees shall be composed of four members of the 
House of Representatives who shall be members of the House standing 
committee on insurance and who shall be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House and three members of the Senate who shall be members of 
the Senate standing committee on insurance and who shall be appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor. The committee shall select its own chair- 
man and vice-chairman. Four members shall constitute a quorum. 
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It shall be the duty of the committee to meet as soon as practicable 
after the approval date of this resolution and upon the call of the 
chairman to study the existing programs of insurance which are avail- 
able to citizens of this state, including but not limited to rates, premiums, 
benefits, services and all features relating to insurance coverage, with 
particular emphasis upon casualty line insurers furnishing liability 
and physical damage coverage. The committee shall further seek 
the advice, assistance and cooperation of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment and representatives of the insurance industry to the end that 
state government and insurers may unite and coordinate their efforts 
in doing everything possible to up-grade insurance benefits at re- 
duced costs for the citizens of Alabama. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as 
may be necessary for the committee’s work. 


Members of the committee shall be entitled to their regular pay 
and per diem expenses, including mileage, for each day on which 
they are actually engaged in committee work. Such pay and expenses 
shall be paid out of any available funds appropriated for the use of 
the legislature, provided that the total expenditures of the committee 
in any fiscal year shall not exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000). 


The committee shall report its findings, conclusions and recom- 
mendations to the legislature not later than the fifth legislative day of 
the 1973 Regular Session, whereupon the committee shall be dissolved. 


Which was read and referred tn the Standing Committee on Rules. 


Messrs. Dominick, Bailes, Cook, Vacca, Gilmore and Hawkins of- 
fered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 10. WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has found 
that the constant growth of vehicular traffice in large counties is plac- 
ing excessive burdens upon local government; and that provision 
should be made for the establishment of public corporations to furnish 
public transportation services; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature has declared in Act No. 993 adopted 
at the 1971 Regular Session of the Legislature its intention to promote 
public mass transportation through public corporations; and 


WHEREAS, the appropriate bodies in Jefferson County have taken 
steps to create such a public body and inaugurate public transit opera- 
tions; an 


WHEREAS, the first task of the Jefferson County Transit Au- 
thority will be to acquire and operate the private bus systems cur- 
rently serving the Birmingham urban area; and

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That 


1. There is hereby created and established a joint legislative study 
committee composed of five members ot the Senate, appuinied vy tue 
President of the Senate, and five members of the House of Representa- 
tives appointed by the Speaker of the House, to study and investigate 
the Alabama prison system. Insofar as possible appointments to such 
committee shall be made from persons volunteering for service on such 
committee. The members of the committee shall meet within thirty 
days after their appointment at a place agreed upon, and shall elect a 
chairman and vice-chairman from among their number. 


2. In conducting its study and investigation the committee shall 
especially study housing, feeding, clothing, health and disciplinary prac- 
tices and procedures, and deviations from normal ways of life of prison- 
ers. The committee may also study any other phase of the prison prob- 
lems which the committee may deem to be pertinent.

Section 4. The governing body of Chilton County shall provide each 
of the above officers with such office personnel, clerks, deputies, and 
such quarters, books, stationary, furniture, equipment, and other such 
conveniences and supplies as such governing body may consider neces- 
sary ior the proper and efficient conduct of their respective offices. 
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Compensation of any personnel so provided shall be fixed by said 
governing body and shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of the county. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create the Court of General Sessions of Pickens County and 
provide for its jurisdiction and functions, and to abolish the Juvenile 
Court of Pickens County, the County Court of Pickens County, and all 
Justice of the Peace Courts in said county. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established the Court of General Ses- 
sions of Pickens County with jurisdiction coextensive with the county 
of criminal and civil matters as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b), the court shall 
have jurisdiction of civil actions at law in which the matter or sum 
in controversy does not exceed Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars and, in 
addition, shall have jurisdiction in all actions, causes, matters, proceed- 
ings and cases (including paternity and bastardy proceedings and ac- 
tions for unlawful detainer, for detinue concurrent with the Circuit 
Court, and for the recovery of possession of land without limitation as 
to the value of the property involved), heretofore, cognizable before the 
County Court, Juvenile Court and Justices of the Peace. The jurisdic- 
tion of the Court as to the amount in controversy shall not be reduced 
below said $2,000.00 maximum amount, notwithstanding the fact that 
some pertinent statutes might set lower amount limits when referring 
to Justice of the Peace Courts. The Court shall have jurisdiction of 
desertion and non-support as provided in Title 34, Section 89-104, of the 
Code of Alabama, and the Probate Court of Pickens County is hereby 
divested of said jurisdiction. It shall have authority to punish con- 
tempts by fine not exceeding $50.00 or a term in the county jail not 
exceeding five days, or both. It may adopt and enforce rules and regu- 
lations relative to pleadings, procedure and practice, provided such rules 
and regulations are not contrary to the Constitution and statutes of the 
State and rules of the Supreme Court governing the practice and pro- 
cedure of Inferior Courts.

(h) The Court of General Sessions of Pickens County shall be a 
court not of record and the judge shall not be prohibited from engaging 
in the practice of law. 


Section 3. (a) The judge of the Court of General Sessions of 
Pickens County shall be appointed by the Pickens County Commission, 
the governing body of said county, from applications submitted, to hold 
office until September 30, 1975 his successors shall be appointed for 
terms of four years each beginnings October 1, 1975 and every four 
years thereafter, by resolution of the Pickens County Commission 
adopted not less than thirty nor more than sixty days prior to the ex- 
piration of the term of the incumbent judge. No person shall be eligible 
to appointmcnt as Judge of the Court of General Sessions of Pickens 
County who is not learned in the law and a qualified elector of Pickens 
County. The judge shall before entering upon the discharge of the duties 
of his office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution 
of Alabama. He may be removed from office for any cause enumerated 
in Section 173 of the Constitution. Any vacancy occurring in the office 
of judge shall be filled by appointment of the Pickens County Commis- 
sion, such appointment to be for the unexpired term. 


Section 4. (a). The judge shall have authority to: (1) grant writs of 
habeas corpus, certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, mandamus, and all 
other remedial and original writs which are granted by the judges of 
Circuit Courts at law; (2) administer oaths and take acknowledgments; 
(3) solemnize marriages; (4) issue search warrants; (5) exercise, within 
the limits of the jurisdiction conferred by this Act, such other powers 
and authority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law upon judges 
of courts of like jurisdiction. 


(b) The judge shall be provided, at the expense of the County, with 
such office supplies, stationery, stamps, and other materials as may be 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the court. 
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(c) In the event the judge is disqualified or unable to act, a special 
judge shall be appointed, as provided in Section 160 of the Constitution 
and Section 124 of Title 13 of the Code of Alabama. 


(d) The judge shall receive an annual salary of not less than Four 
Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars ($4,800.00) and not more than Seven 
Thousand Six Hundred Dollars (7,600.00) to be determined by the Pickens 
County Commission, payable out of the general fund of the county in 
equal monthly installments. 


Section 5. (a) The court shall be open at all times for the trans- 
action of business. Regular sessions shall be held on the first Thursday 
in each month at the Courthouse for the trial or civil actions at law, 
and on the first Wednesday in each month for the trial of criminal cases. 
Special sessions may be held at such times as the judge shall designate. 
Sessions may continue so long as may be necessary for the court to com- 
plete its business. The judge shall be available at all times to receive 
guilty pleas, assess fines and enter such orders and judgments as may 
be appropriate. 


(b) The sheriff shall attend the regular criminal sessions of the 
court in person, or by deputy, and shall attend other sessions when 
requested by the judge. He shall promptly execute all writs and pro- 
es of the court and perform such duties as may be directed by the 

udge. 


Section 6. In civil actions at law, the defendant shall be required 
to appear and plead, answer or demur, within twenty days from the 
service of process. 


Section 7. All cases in the Court of General Sessions of Pickens 
County shall be tried and all issues of fact decided by the judge without 
the intervention of a jury. The provisions of Title 13, Section 418, shall 
not apply to the Court of General Sessions of Pickens County. 


Section 8. In civil actions at law it shall be the duty of the clerk 
to tax, collect and remit the same costs and fees of the sheriff and wit- 
nesses and other court costs, including trial tax as now or hereafter 
allowed by law to be taxed and collected in such actions in the circuit 
court, except that there shall be taxed as clerk’s fees the sum of $10.00 
in each case, such fee to include services in garnishments or judgments 
in such cases; and in all criminal cases there shall be the same fees and 
commissions for the services of the clerk, sheriff, solicitor and witnesses 
and other court costs, including trial tax, as now or hereafter allowed 
by law to be taxed and collected in the county courts; provided, how- 
ever, that in criminal cases involving violations of game and fish laws, or 
civil cases invoving less than $100.00, the clerk shall receive in lieu of 
all other fees the sum of $5.00, plus commissions; and, in such cases, 
where the defendant pleads guilty, no solicitors fee and no trial tax, 
other than fair trial tax shall be taxed or collected _and except there shall 
be taxed as clerk’s fees the sum of $10.00 in each Juvenile and Desertion 
and Non-Support Case. 


Section 9. The Assistant District Attorney or Deputy District At- 
torney, serving Pickens County, shall prosecute for the State all criminal 
cases commenced in said court. 


Section 10. The party in whose favor a judgment is rendered shall 
have all the rights, remedies, and privileges with respect to the regis- 
tration and enforcement thereof, as provided by law with respect to 
judgments rendered by the circuit court. 


Section 11. (a) The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Pickens County 
shall be ex officio clerk and each Deputy Clerk of the Circuit Court of 
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Pickens County shall be ex officio a deputy clerk of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions of Pickens County. The clerk shall have authority to re- 
quisition at county expense such records, stationery, office supplies and 
equipment as may be necessary to conduct the court’s business. Said 
clerk shall keep a seal, which shall be the official seal adopted by the 


court. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep all the books, papers, 
files, and dockets of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all 
other duties required by the judge. 


(c) The clerk shall have power and authority: 
(1) to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits; 


} (2) to sign and issue all processes issuing out of the court, includ- 
ing warrants, summonses, subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, 
and releases: 


(3) to fix bail and approve bonds in misdemeanor cases; 

(4) to enter all judgments, orders, and decrees of the court; 

(5) to certify aii appeais; 

(6) to issue certificate of judgment, and 

(7) to exercise all powers and authority which are now or may be 


(d) The clerk shall attend all sessions of the court in person or 
by deputy. 


Section 12. All cases and actions pending in any Justice of the 
Peace Court in Pickens County; in the County Court of Pickens County 
and in the Juvenile Court of Pickens County, on the effective date of 
this Act, shall be transferred to the court herein created and shall pro- 
ceed as though begun therein. The Court of General Sessions of Pickens 
County shall have the same jurisdiction to enforce judgments hereto- 
fore rendered by the said Justice of the Peace Courts, by the County 
Court of Pickens County and by the Juvenile Court of Pickens County, 
in all respects as though the judgments had been rendered by it. 


_ Section 13. The provision of this Act are severable. If any part of 
it is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such declaration shall not affect 
the part that remains. 


Section 14. All laws in conflict with this Act are, to the extent of 
the conflict, repealed.

Every person, firm, corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distribution in such counties 
any cigarettes shall add the amount of the license on privilege tax levied 
and assessed herein to the price of the cigarettes it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the purpose of distributing the cigarettes, 
acting merely as agent for the collection of the tax. The dealer, storer, 
or distributor shall state the amount of the tax separetely from the price 
of the cigarettes on all price display signs, sales or delivery slips, bills 
and statements which advertise or indicate the price of the cigarettes. 
It shall be unlawful for any dealer, storer or distributor engaged in or 
continuing in the county in the business for which the tax is hereby 
levied to tail or refuse to add to the sales price and collect from the pur- 
chaser the amount due on account of the tax herein provided or to 
refund or offer to refund all or any part of the amount collected or to 
absorb or advertise directly or indirectly the absorption of the tax or 
any portion thereof. Any person, firm, corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this section shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not more than one hun- 
dred doliars ($100.00) or imprisoned in the county jail for not more than 
sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment.

All cases and actions pending in the County Court of 
Dale County and in the Juvenile Court of Dale County on the effective 
date of this act shall be transferred to the court hereby created and shall 
proceed as though begun there. As to judgements rendered by the 
abolished court (and judgements it had power to control), the Inferior 
Court of Dale County, Alabama, shall have the same power to control 
and may issue executions and other processes thereon in all respects as 
though the judgements had been rendered by it. 


Section 3. (a) Except as provided in subsection (b) of this sub- 
section, the Inferior Court of Dale County, Alabama, shall have and 
exercise jurisdiction in all actions, causes, matters, proceedings, and 
cases including actions of unlawful detainer, actions for recovery of land, 
cases of desertions and non support instituted by virtue of Article 3, 
Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of Alabama (1940), Civil Proceeding to Compel 
Support instituted by virtue of Article 4, Chapter 4, Title 34, Code of 
Alabama (1940) which are cognizable before the Circuit Court or a 
county court or the Juvenile Court or justices of the peace or courts 
created in lieu thereof, and all courts of like jurisdiction. In exercising 
jurisdiction in Juvenile court cases the provisions of Chapter 7, Title 13, 
Code of Alabama 1940 and amendments thereto shall apply. It shall have 
authority to punish contempts by fine not exceeding fifty dollars ($50) 
and imprisonment and exceeding five days. It may adopt and enforce 
rules and regulations relative to pleading procedure and practice, pro- 
vided such rules and regulations are not contrary to the Constitution 
and statutes of the State and law-made rules governing the practice and 
procedure of courts and record. 


(b) The Court shall not have power to try persons charged with 
felonies. It shall not have jurisdiction of any civil action when the matter 
or sum in controversy exceeds two thousand dollars ($2000.00), not take 
cognizance of any matter or proceeding in equity except suits for 
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divorce or separate maintenance and cases involving domestic relations 
or the custody of children. 


(c) All criminal and quasi criminal jurisdiction of whe Justices of 
tae Peace in Dale County is abolished except jurisdiction to issue search 
warrants and warrants of arrest returnable to the Inferior Court of Dale 
County, Alabama and over proceedings before the Magistrates to keep 
the Peace in accordance with Article 2, Chapter 20, Title 15, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940 as last arnended. 


Section 4. The court shall not draw, organize, or empanel grand 
or petit juries. The judge shall decide all issues of fact without ihe 
intervention of a jury. 


Section 5. (a) The Inferior Court of Dale County, Alabama, shal] 
have four divisions, namely, law, equity, criminal and juvenile. Except 
a3 otherwise provided in this Act, the practice and procedure of the 
covrt as to parties, trial, compentence of witnesses, admissibility of evi- 
dence, regulation of suits and the time within which suits may be 
brought shall be governed by the statutes and rules or practice and pro- 
cedure governing the circuit courts. Interrogatories to adverse parties, 
as provided for by Article 8, Chapter 10, Title 7, Code of Alabama {1949), 
may be used, except that answers must be filed to such interrogatories 
within thirty (30) days after service of the interrogatories. Ii answers 
to the interrogatories are not filed within thirty days after service of 2 
copy of the interrogatories, or when the answers are not fuli, or are 
evasive, the court may either attach the party and cause him to answer 
fully in open court, or tax him with so much costs as may be just, 
and continue the cause until full answers are made, or direct a nonsuit 
cr judgment by default, to be entered, or rendered such judgment or 
Seopa as would be appropriate if such defaulting party offered no 
evidence. 


(b) In civil actions at law when the summons, writ of attachments, 
summons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been 
executed on the defendant, or service perfected on him as required by 
law, the defendent shail appear and plead, answer or demur thereto 
within twenty days. In suits in equity the defendent shall have thirty 
days after the perfection of service on him in which to plead, answer 
or demur. Jf a defendant fails to plead, answer or demur within the 
prescribed time after service has been perfected on him, he shall be 
in default and on motion of plaintiff judgment by default or decree 
Pro Confesso may be rendered against such defendant. 


Section 6. (a) No prosecution shall be commenced in such court 
except upon sworn complaint made to either the judge or the Clerk of 
the Court, or the deputy clerks of the court, or the District Attorney or 
a County Solicitor (Assistant District Attorneys for Dale County), who 
shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reasonably satisfied that the 
offense has been committed and that there is reasonable cause to be- 
lieve that the accused is guilty. When the accused is arrested, the cause 
shall be docketed for trial, and the trial shall be held and conducted as 
trials after indictments. The clerk shall keep a record of all complaints 
made and all warrants issued. If the original complaint or warrant is 
lost, mislaid, or destroyed, a certified copy of the record shall be suffi- 
cient for the arraignment and trial of the accused. 


(b) A county or assistant District Attorney (for Dale County) shall 
prosecute for the State all criminal and quasi criminal cases commenced 
in such court. 


Section 7. (a) The Inferior Court of Dale County, Alabama ska’‘l 
be open at all times for the transaction of business. Sessions of the court 
shall be held at the county courthouse at such times as the judge s-all 
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designate by orders spread upon the minutes of the court. At least one 
civil session and one criminal session shall be held each month. Ses- 
sions may be continued so long as may be necessary for the court to 
complete its business. 


(b) The Sheriff shall, without additional compensation, attend the 
sessions of the court in person, or by deputy. He shall execute all writs 
and processes of the court, and perform such other duties as he may he 


required to perform in the circuit court. 


(c) The judge shall appoint a bailiff when he deems one necessary 
and the bailiff shall be compensated at the same rate as a Circuit Court 
bailiff. 


(d) The judge shall have the same power and right to appoint an 
attorney to represent indigent defendants as judges or circuit courts. 


Section 8. (a) For their attendance upon the sessions of the court, 
witnesses shall be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law 
and for witnesses in the circuit courts, which fees and allowances shall 
be taxed, collected, and paid in the same manner and according to the 
same regulations as applied in the circuit courts. (b) In addition to the 
fees tor witnesses, the court shall have authority to tax costs for the 
uses of the county court as follows: (1) in each civil action at law, if 
the sim in controversy does not exceed one hundred dollars ($100), the 
same as in justice courts; (2) in every other civil action at law, the same 
as in the circuit court; (3) in each equity case, the same as in the circuit 
court; (4) in each criminal case involving an offense of which justices 
of the peace have final jurisdiction, the same as in the Justice courts; 
(9) in every other criminal case, tc same as i the County courts, The 
Soh shall tax other costs as prescribed by law (both general and local 
acts 


(c) A trial tax of two dollars ($2.00) shall be collected for the use of 
the county in each civil action at law, if the sum in controversy does not 
exceed one hundred dollars ($100. 00). In every other civil action at law, 
in every suit in equity, and in every criminal case except criminal cases 
involving offenses of which justices of the peace have final jurisdiction, 
a trial tax of five dollars ($5.00) shall be collected for the use of the 
county. 


(d) No costs shall be taxed in juvenile cases. 


(e) In addition to the fines and forfeitures now provided by law 
to be paid into the general fund of Dale County, Alabama, one-half 
(50 percent) of all other fines and forfeitures collected in this court are 
to be paid into the general fund of Dale County, Alabama. 


(f) A library fee of one dollar ($1.00) shall be collected for the use 
of the Dale County Law Library for each civil action at Law, in every 
suit in Equity, and in every criminal case or quasi-criminal case. 


Section 9. The party in whose favor a judgment is rendered shall 
have all the rights, remedies, and privileges with respect to the regis- 
tration and enforcement thereof as are provided in Chapter 11, Title 7, 
Code of Alabama (1940), except that if the judgment of the court is for 
fifty dollars ($50.00) or less the party in whose favor the judgment is 
rendered shall have a period of only three years in which to have a writ 
of fieri facias or execution levied against the property of the defendant, 
and the lien of such judgment registered under the provisions hereof 
shall continue for a period of three years from the date of such judg- 
ment in the manner set out in Section 588 of said Title 7; and if the 
judgment is for more than fifty dollars ($50), the lien of such judgment 
when registered under the provisions hereof shall continue for a period 
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of ten years from the date of such judgment in the manner set out in 
Section 58 of said Title 7.i 


The discovery of assets of judgment debtors as provided by Article 
2, Chapter 21, Title 7, Code of Alabama (1940) may be had in this court 
as in circuit courts. 


Section 10. Any party aggrieved by a judgment, order, or ruling 
of the court may appeal the decision as herein provided. 


(1) If the case is a civil case in the law division of the court, the 
appeal lies to the circuit court and shall be governed by Article 6, of 
Chapter 8, Title 13, of the 1940 Code, or to the Court of Appeals and shall 
be governed by Article 1 of Chapter 3, Title 13 of the 1940 Code. 


(2) If the case is in equity, the appeal lies directly to the Supreme 
Court of Alabama and shall be governed by the provisions of Chapter 
16, Title 7 of the 1940 Code. 


(3) If the case arises under the court’s jurisdiction with respect to 
juveniles, the appeal lies to the circuit court and shall be governed by 
Section 371 and 372 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code. 


(4) In every criminal case, the appeal lies to the circuit court and 
shall be governed by Secton 349 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code, or to the 


Court of Appeals and shall be governed by Section 90 of Title 13, of the 
1940 Code. 


Section 11. (a) A Judge of the court herein established shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county at the general election of 
1976 and every six years thereafter. His term shall be for six years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding 
his election, and until his successor is elected and qualified. 


(b) Immediately after the effective date of this Act, the Governor 
shall commission ... ... aS Judge of the Inferior Court of 
Dale County, Alabama. and the said __... Shall hold office 
until his successor is elected or appointed | as ‘provided herein. 


(c) The judge shall, before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitu- 
tion. He may be removed from the office for any cause eneumerated 
in Section 173 of the Constitution and in the manner provided by law. 
No person shall be eligible for the office of judgment unless he is, at 
the time of his appointment or election, a qualified elector of Dale 
County, learned in the law, and has been licensed to practice law in this 
State for two years. The judge shall not practice law in any of the 
court of this State or of the United States, and he shall be subject to 
the same penalties and obligations as circuit judges. Any vacancy 
occurring in the office of judge shall be filled by appointment as pro- 
vided in Section 158 of the Constitution. 


(d) The judge shall receive an annual salary equal to an amount of 
$1000.00 less than the base annual salary of circuit judges (as set by 
statute) payable out of the general fund of the county in equal monthly 
installments as the salaries of other county officers are paid. 


(e) The judge shall have authority to: (1) grant writs of certiorari, 
supersedes, quo waranto, mandamus, and all other remedial and original 
writs which are granted by the circuit judges; (2) grant writs of injunc- 
tion and ne exaet; (3) administer oaths and take acknowledgements; 
(4) issue search warrants) (5) exercise such other powers, jurisdiction, 
or authority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law upon circuit 
judges, judges of juvenile and county courts, and justices of the peace. 
Provided, however, the judge shall not have or exercise the powers, 
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jurisdiction, or authority of equity courts except in suits for divorce or 
separate maintenance and cases involving domestic relations or the 
custody of children. 


(i) The judge shall keep an office in the county courthouse, or such 
other place as may be provided by the governing body of the county 
His office shall be suitable equipped, furnished and provided at the cx- 
pense of the county with such office supplies and stationery, stamps, 
furniture, fixtures and other materials as may be necessary for the trans- 
action of the business of the court. 


(g) The judge shall employ a secretary if he so desires. The secre- 
tary shall be paid a salary of not less than three hundred dollars 
($300.00) to be determined by the Court of County Commissioners and to 
be paid out of the general fund of the county. 


(h) In the event the judge is disqualified or unable to act, a 
special judge shall be appointed as provided in Section 160 of the Con- 
stitution and Section 124 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code. Such special 
judge shall be paid out of the general funds of the county the sum of 
fifty dollars ($50) for each day he is called upon to serve during a 
regular session held pursuant to orders of the court duly spread upon the 
minutes of the court. 


Seciion iz. (a) The Circuit Cieik of Dale County and the Rogister 
of the Circuit Court shall be the clerk and register, respectively, of the 
court herein established and the clerk of the Juvenile division of said 
court. Each deputy clerk of the Circuit Court of Dale County shall be a 
denuty clerk of the Inferior Court of Dale County. The clerk shall have 
the authority to purchase at county expense such records, stationery, 
office supplies, and equipment as may be necessary to conduct the courts 
business. He shall keep a seal which shall be the official seal adopted 
by the Court. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the clerk, register and clerk of the 
Juvenile division respectively to keep all the records, files, and dockets 
of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all other duties re- 
auired by the judge. 


(c) The clerk, register, and clerk of the juvenile division, respec- 
tively, shall have power and authority: (1) to administer oaths and 
take acknowledgements and affidavits; (2) to sign and issue all pro- 
cesses issuing out of the court, including warrants, affidavits, sum- 
monses, subpoenas, writs, execution, commitments, and releases (3) to 
approve bonds in civil and criminal cases; (4) to enter all judgments, 
orders. and decrees of the court; (5) to certify all appeals and tran- 
scripts; (6) to exercise all powers and authority which are now or mav 
be hereafter conferred on clerks and registers of the circuit courts. 


(d) The judge shall secure the services of a competent reporter 
to attend the sessions of the court and report all equity cases tried 
when request in writing therefor is made by any party to a suit. He shall 
serve at the will and pleasure of the judge. The reporter shall receive 
an amount equal to the amount paid reporters in Circuit Courts for each 
day that he is called upon to serve, to be paid out of the general fund 
of tre county, and in addition, he shall receive for his own use from the 
parties to suits, when they request such, for making a transcript of 
evidence taken by such reporter the same amount that he would be en- 
titled to as a reporter in circuit court. He shall be required to keep his 
notes and records for public use and inspection. In all cases reported by 
the reporter there shall be taxed as part of the costs of the case a fee 
equal to a circuit court reporter’s fee for each day or fraction thereof 
that such reporter shall be engaged in reporting the case, to be col- 
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lected as costs as in other cases, and when collected paid into the county 
treasury of Dale County, Alabama. 


Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. This act shall take effect on the first of the month next 
following the date of it’s enactment.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


_ To authorize, provide for and regular the establishment and opera- 
tion of a retirement system for employees of the City of Albertville and 
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certain incorporated and unincorporated municipal boards of the City; to 
authorize and provide for the establishment of the City of Albertville 
Retirement Trust Fund, to provide for the composition, management 
and administration of such trust fund; and to authorize, provide for and 
regulate the payment of benefits under the retirement system. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alahama: 


Section I. A retirement system for employees of the City of Al- 
bertville and any incorporated and unincorporated municipal boards of 
the City may be established and a Retirement Trust Fund in connection 
therewith may be created, maintained and administered for the benefit 
of such employees in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 


Section I. If the Mayor and the City Council of the City of Al- 
bertville (hereinafter referred to as the Employer) desire to establish 
such retirement system, they shall approve the Retirement Plan and 
Retirement Trust incorporating the terms and provisions of the retire- 
ment system and stating its effective date. The Employer shall also act 
upon the application of any incorporated or unincorporated municipal 
board(s) of the City who may wish to participate in the Plan for the 
benefit of its employees. 


Section TIT Any Retirement Plan adonted pursuant to this Act 
shall: 


1. Be designated and known as the City of Albertville Retirement 
Plan (hereinafter referred to as the Plan); 


2. Provide for the establishment of the City of Albertville Retire- 
ment Trust (hereinafter referred to as the Trust or Trust Fund) so 
designed that it will aualify under Sections 401, 404 and 501 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of the United States as a tax-exempt Trust for 
Federal income tax purposes; 


3. Prescribe conditions for membership in the Plan by the em- 
ployees of the Employer; 


4. Provide for contributions by the Employer to the Trust from 
which benefits under the Plan will be paid; 


5. Provide for and prescribe the manner and amount of the payment 
of benefits to an employee upon the event of normal retirement, early 
retirement, late retirement, disability retirement, death or other termina- 
tion of employment with the Employer; 


6. Provide for the conditions and eligibility requirements whereby 
an employee will qualify for a benefit under the Plan; 


7. Prescribe rules for computing and determining the employee’s 
service and average monthly earnings on which his benefits are to be 
determined; 


8. Provide for the administration of the retirement system by a 
Retirement Committee, provide for the composition of this Committee, 
prescribe the rights, powers, duties, authority and liabilities of such 
Committee and of the members thereof and may prescribe the effect to 
be given to decisions of such Committee relative to matters involving 
rights to benefits and the payment thereof from the Trust;

Provide for and prescribe the manner in which the Employer 
may terrninate the Plan and-or Trust and the rules safeguarding the 
rights of members in the event of such termination; 


11. Authorize, provide for and regulate amendments to the Retire- 
ment Plan and-or Retirement Trust established hereunder and provide 
further that such amendments may not be made without a written 
certification from a qualified actuary that such amendments will not 
adversely affect the actuarial soundness of the Plan; 


12. Provide that such amendments may be made by the City 
Council of the City of Albertville, subject to the approval of the Mayor, 
without the consent of any other party, except that no amendment af- 
fecting the Trustee’s duties, powers and responsibilities shall be made 
without his written consent; 


13. Provide for the employment of a qualified actuary, authorize 
the use of tables, data and opinions furnished by the actuary and pro- 
vide for periodic actuarial valuations of the Plan by such actuary; 


14. Prescribe the manner of giving required notices, instructions and 
communications and of filing requests. 


Section IV. The right of a person to a benefit under this Plan and 
the monies in the City of Albertville Retirement Trust are exempt from 
levy, sale, garnishment, attachment and any other process whatsoever, 
pas shall be unassignable, except as in this Act specifically provided

Section V. No provision of a Retirement Plan adopted hereunder 
shall bestow or purport to bestow or be construed to bestow on any 
employee of the Employer the right to be retained in its employ, nor 
shall any provision in such Retirement Plan be construed to curtail or in 
any manner interfere with the right of the Employer to terminate the 
employment of any employee at any time. 


Section VI. All benefits provided under any Plan adopted under 
this Act shall be payable by the funding institution under the direction 
of the Retirement Committee and solely from the Trust and the earn- 
ings thereon. Under no circumstances shall the Employer be liable for 
the payment of any such benefits, nor shall the funding institution or 
members of the Retirement Committee be individually liable therefor. 
Nothing hereinabove shall be deemed to relieve any person from liability 
for losses to the Trust resulting from his gross negligence or wilful mis- 
conduct in the administration of the Plan and Trust. 


Section VII. A copy of the Retirement Plan and of any and all 
amendments thereto shall be kept at the office of the City Clerk and 
such copies shall be available to employees for inspection at all reason- 
able times. 


Section VIII. The purpose of this Act is to provide a method for 
the retirement of the employees of the Employer, but it shall not be 
construed to abridge the right of the Employer to provide or participate 
in providing for the retirement of employees in any other way or man- 
ner prescribed by law. 


Section IX. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

Relating to Jackson County; further regulating the practice of cos- 
metology in such county particularly in reference to the licensing of 
managing cosmetologist and the serving of apprenticeships, as such 
terms are used and defined in Act No. 78, S. 72 of the Special Session 
1961. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this Act the term “licensed cos- 
metologist” shall mean a cosmetologist who has been duly licensed as 
such by the state board of cosmetology pursuant to Act No. 78, S. 72, 
Special Session 1961 (Acts of 1961, p. 1955), as amended and the term 
“registered beauty shop” shall mean a beauty shop which has been 
registered with or by such board pursuant to said Act. The following 
words and phrases when used in this Act shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in the above-cited Act No. 78 of the Special Session of 
1961, as amended: “apprentice,” “beauty shop,” “managing cosmetologist,” 
and “school of cosmetology.” 


Section 2. Any person who will conduct his business entirely with- 
in Jackson County shall be licensed by the state board of cosmetology as 
a managing cosmetologist without having served any time as a licensed 
cosmetologist in a registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology prior 
to application for such license, provided, such applicant complies with 
all other requirements for such license and in lieu of having completed 
the required time and studies for a complete course of cosmetology of 
not less than 1200 hours of training, not to exceed more than eight hours 
in any one day, has completed such required time and studies for 1200 
hours of training, not to exceed more than eight hours in any one day.

Section 3. Any provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding

(A) A Senator shall not accept other employment which will im- 
pair his independence of judgment in the exercise of his official duties. 


(B) A Senator shall not indirectly or directly receive or agree to 
receive any compensation for any services rendered by him for activity 
before any state board, commission, or public agency when such activity 
is in substantial conflict between his personal interest and his duties in 
the public interest so as to thereby create a possibility of undue in- 
fluence or wrongful advantage. 


(C) A Senator shall refrain from acting and a Senator shall refrain 
from voting in any matter where the interest of the public and the in- 
terest of the Senator are in conflict. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Senate Ethics Commitee 
established under S, R. 126, Regular Session, 1971, is hereby empowered 
to enforce the provisions contained in this resolution.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” 
and “other salaries’, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages 
or other compensation for skill, work or employment for anyone per- 
forming services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or 
official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other 
expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments 
boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries and 
equipment purchases and shall be expended only for opereang costs 
incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions, including supplies and materials, postage, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, 
lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, re- 
pairs, rental and items of general expense not defined as “equipment 
purchases”, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended 
only for such purposes; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those 
items of office equipment, motor vehicle equipment and other equip- 
ment which have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness 
in excess of one year; (d) “automotive equipment purchases” shall 
mean those items of motor vehicle equipment only and the money 
appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. The 
amounts herein appropriated for “equipment purchases” and “auto- 
motive equipment purchases” shall be decreased by the amount of 
the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of equipment purchases 
and automotive equipment purchases as described in Section 1 (c) and 
(d) hereof. Provided, however, that if at the end of any fiscal year, 
a pay period which has been or may be established by the Legislature 
providing for the payment of salaries of State employees overlaps from 
one fiscal year into the next fiscal year, payment for the total pay 
period shall be made from the new fiscal year’s appropriation. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama

Provided, that all funds herein appropriated for trans- 
portation of students including, but not limited to, those amounts 
recommended for transportation in the Governor’s budget recommenda- 
tions for the minimum program fund are conditional upon the approval 
of the Governor who may authorize the release of all such funds or 
such amounts as he deems necessary. 


In addition to the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum 
Program Fund, there is hereby appropriated the sum of $4,000,000.00 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1973, conditional upon the 
condition of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund and the 
approval of the Governor. 


It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made the 
State Board of Education shall allocate and pay from said appropriation 
not less than one thousand (1000) additional teacher units for the 
program for exceptional children. Five hundred (500) teacher units 
are to be allocated for fiscal year ending September 30, 1972 and five 
hundred (500) teacher units to be allocated for fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1973. Twenty-five (25) of the teacher units allocated 
for fiscal year ending September 30, 1973 may be used in early educa- 
tion programs for exceptional children. 


It is provided that beginning with the fiscal year 1971-72, that in 
addition to the salary now received, all teachers under the Minimum 
Program shall receive a salary increase as follows: Rank I teachers not 
less than three hundred eighty-four dollars ($384.00) per annum; 
Rank II teachers not less than three hundred thirty-one dollars ($331.00) 
per annum; Rank III teachers not less than two hundred sixty-seven 
dollars ($267.00) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less than two hun- 
dred twenty-five dollars, ($225.00) per annum: and, Rank V teachers 
not less than one hundred ninety-four dollars ($194.00) per annum; and 
any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall 
not be entitled to participate in the Minimum Program Fund. Said 
county or city school board shall not pay the aforementioned raise to 
any teacher who participates in, encourages or condones any mass 
truancy even for a single day, or any extra-curricular demonstration 
which is not approved by the City, County or State Board of Education 
and said teacher shall forfeit the aforementioned increase for that 
particular year. The State Board of Education may review the action 
of any System, City or County and require the forfeiture and may 
withhold said amount from appropriation to the said City or County 
school board and said teacher or may review and direct payment to 
said teacher. It is further provided, that in addition to the salary 
now received, all school bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of 
not less than five per centum (5%) per annum, and any county or city 
board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be entitled to 
share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


It is further provided that beginning with the fiscal year 1972-73, 
that in addition to the salary now received, all teachers under the 
Minimum Program shall receive a salary increase as follows: Rank I 
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teachers not less than three hundred eighty-four dollars ($384.00) per 
annum; Rank II teachers not less than three hundred thirty-one dollars 
($331.00) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than two hundred 
sixty-seven dollars ($267.00) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less 
than two hundred twenty-five dollars ($225.00) per annum; and, 
Rank V teachers not less than one hundred ninety-four dollars ($194.00) 
per annum; and any county or city board of education failing to comply 
herewith shall not be entitled to participate in the Minimum Program 
Fund. Said county or city school board shall not pay the aforementioned 
raise to any teacher who participates in, encourages or condones any 
mass truancy even for a single day, or any extra-curricular demonstra- 
tion which is not approved by the City, County or State Board of 
Education and said teacher shall forfeit the aforementioned increase 
for that particular year. The State Board of Education may review 
the action of any System, City or County and require the forfeiture 
and may withhold said amount from appropriation to the said City 
or County school board and said teacher or may review and direct 
payment to said teacher. It is further provided, that in addition to the 
salary now received, all school bus drivers shall receive a salary in- 
crease of not less than five per centum (5%) per annum, and any 
county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall not 
be entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


On or before January 1, 1973 and January 1, 1974, each local board 
shall report in writing to the State Superintendent of Education, Legis- 
lative Council and the Governor on the manner of which the foregoing 
has been implemented.
